THE ROYAL COMMISSION. 

The ontiro time of the Honae jesterday 
was oeoupied in disouasing the charges 
btonght agaiBBt the GoTernmenk by Mr. 
OAllft.^her and bia oolleogneon Thursday. 
The ball was opened by Mr. Gallagher 
-who made a corrected f tatement of bis re- 
marks ol the day previou8,aQd gave a very 
diiferent aspect to the noonsation of bri- 
bery against the Government than was at 
first imparted. In his first statement Mr. 
Gallagher distinctly implicated a ^Torthy 
Christian miBsionary in an attempt iu 
bribe him to support the Elliott Govern- 
ment. His words as reported iu tho 
Standard are as follows, and we ask all 
who feel an interest in the good Qovern- 
mont of this Province to carefully peruse 
thorn. Here is his vi?ry language: 

''Mr. Gallagh *r rose lo slate that he could not 
nai/ that the lion. Premier personally offered 
him the s^tiii of §1,000, hut that Rev. Father 
Foaquet told him he teas instructed by the 
Premier to make that offer, toyether with ihc 
position occupied by Mr, Kelly as constable, 
and that after three months he [Mr. 
■would get the bist position m Kootcnay in 
the gift of the Governvxent. He [Mr. G.\ 
was also Informed at the same time that the 
Prnnier would guarantee any bargain which 
his Agent, Constable Kelly, vwjht make. 
[Great senEation.J 

f'This brought the hon. tho Premier 
to his foct, exoitodly, who denied the al- 
legation, 

"Mr. Gallagher, who was interrupted 
very much while speaking, continued that 
he regretted very mucli that ha had heeu 
compelled to une a a am e which could not 
"be doubted for truth and virtue," aiid dna 
for whom ho held tho highest respect. 
Mr. Gallagher continued The leader of 
the Government [Mr. Elliott] offered me 
through Fnther Fouqii'J SJ.OOO and a posi- 
tion if I would resign so as to alhw Con- 
stable Kelly to run. 

* * * * 

" Mr. Qallaghsr again rose. He said the 
honor of the rev. gentleman whom he had 
mentioned a-i his authority loas dearer to him 
than life itself. Ho wanted a full and 
thorough investigation, and jwould do- 
" mand that a Itoyal '0'ommr8'Bion"''b'e' 5p-' 
pointed for that purpose." 

Ib his statement yesterday Mr. Gal- 
lagher receded from the charge bo far as 
Father Fouquet was concerned, and 
said that it was Mr. Kelly who had tried 
to bribe him. This statement threw con- 
sternation into tho Opposition ranks. 
Here was a charge that had been festering 
in Opposition brains for months past. It 
bad appeared in Oppoiition newspapers; 
had been talked over in the barrooms 
whei'o these distinguished statesmen 
"most do congregate," and had been 
mysteriously hinted at from the very first 
day of tho session as a petard that would 
hoist the Governmeut out of thoir seata. 
Moreover, it was the Leader of the Oppo- 
idtion — even the illustrious Walkem — 
who brought tho charge before the House 
and who pushed Mr. Gallagher 
forward to clinch tho nail which ho had 
half driven. Tho Premier did what was 
mobt natural under tho ciroumstancQa — 
moved for a Eoyal Conamishion to inquire 
into all the facts connected with the 
scandal. When the House adjourned on 
Thursday every member was prepared to 
vote for tbo Commission— tho Opposition 
(except Mr. Armstrong) were especially 
anxious to havo it appointed. Yebterday. 
After Mr. Gallagher bnd aitempted to ox- 
plain away his charge of the day before 
and had relieved it of its gravest feature, 
a change eame over the spirit of the Op- 
position dream. They urged thot a Royal 
Oomraisaion was unneosssary and that a 
Select Gommittoe wonld answer every 
purpose, and Mr. "Williams was put for- 
ward to niovo in that direction. A Select 
Committee, forsooth! Long be/ore a 
single witness now at Kootenay could be 
made awara that his presence was requir-

Councillor Todd Proposes a Sensible 
Plan. 

EaiTOR Colonist: Aa tlu; (luention of 
a market building aud City Hall is now 
jDrominently before tho public, 1 think it 
would bo well to ventilate the subject 
tkr-siigh tho medium of ths Press. AVith 
your permission I will state how tho mat 
ter presents itsolf to my mind. I beliovo 
ft market building aud City Hall are 
highly desirable, aa tho former would bo 
of great service both to the producer and 
oonsumer by boiug the moans of bringing 
them face to face lo buy aud sell, without 
thd aid of any middleman whatever. Tho 
oxporiienoo of older countries has proved 
tho utility of public markets for tho con- 
venience of the buyer and soller. Being 
satisfied of the necessity of a market 
hiulding, ft City Hidl, as p".ri s.'j.'l-p.'j-'r'w], 
naturally follows. The queation, thou, is 
what plau is best to adopt to provide the 
necessary funds te complete the work ? 
Two plans are suggested ; Ono is to take 
tho money out of our current revouuo; 
tho othor plan is to raiio the means by 
way of a loan spread over a term of at 
least 25 years. To adopt the first plan, 
wo not only cripple our revenue, which is 
already burdened with a heavy debt that 
has been accumulating for the past few 
years, and now amounts to §20,300, (boiug 
over one-third of tho total revouuo of the 
City for the municipal year) , but wo also 
make the prosout populution f-tand tho 
cost of a work intended to benefit citizens 
for the next fifty years. Iu spending so 
large a aunt out of the current revenue 
we shall have nothing left to spend on 
streets, drains, culverts, and othor abso- 
lutely necessary improvements, (uuIobb 
we run further into debt). I think it 
would bo far tho better plun to adopt the 
second proposition. Lot tho corporation 
at»k ioi- a loan (payable iu 25 ycais) for 
say SSO.OOO, bearing interest at thu rate 
of sevon pur cent., and provide a Sinking 
Fund to pay off tho loan in tho above 
time. To do this about S-l.iOO per year 
will bo requiiod, which would about 
rqual two and (luo-half tenths of onb per 
cent, of revenue derived from our ono 
per cent, tax on total assessable property, 
(viz: 82,483,825 as per tho roll of 187C.) 
iixit the total amount of tho §4,400 for 
interest and sinking fund would notoome 
out of tho present revtuiuo, because the 
treasury would be recouped hy the 
saving in rent of the present Chambers; 
the rents of stalls, etc., in the new build- 
ing, and of market fees, say at least S2, 
000, BO that actually only about 82,400 
would be required out of the present rev- 
enue to meet the balance for interest and 
sinking fund aconnnt. 

Tho late Council required' tbe" sum oi'' 
S20,000 for water works purposes and they 
adopted that method and easily succeeded 
in obtaining the necessary amount. I 
think the wisdom of raising the money 
that way, rather thin taking it directly 
out of the^-ear's current revenue, will be 
conceded on all hands. By the loan wys- 
tom we shall got both market building

obargiog$l per day for tho keep of a jiri- 
Boner in exoessof the legitimate charge of 
81.50; with appropriating money fradu- 
lently obtained to mess purposes. The 
hon. gentleman also road a statement 
made by D. Grillitb, corroborating tho 
mutilation of the cash book, and a state- 
meat from the Obinoman who signed tbo 
Touoher for money he had never workeil 
for or received.

Mr. Gallagher rose to correct tho re- 
ports in tho morning papers of what be 
Had said yesterday ralativo to charges of 
corruption agniust tho Government. 
"What ho had rc^idly sliitod uaa that Con- 
fltable Kelly of Ivootonay had apokon to 
bim about resigniug liia seat in the House 
and told him that bo (K.) had letters 
from Mr. Elliott instructing iiiiu to offer 
him (Gallagher) SIOOO and his position 
as Constable at Kootenay, also that in- 
side of threo moatha from bis resignation 
ho (Gallagher) should have tho best posi- 
tion the Qoveruraout hid in their power 
tp bestow. Be did not stale lhal Father 
Foumiet had offa-ed him $1000 (oh! oh!) 
and lie did not say iliat Father Fougiiet stat- 
ed ho had rtceived a letter from the Atlm-ney- 
Gene7-al to the effect that if he ( Oallanher) 
and Kelly could viake matters all right the 
$1000 would be paid. 

Mr. Galbraith also roso to a question 
of privilege. Yesterday he bad made no 
false statements and bad not como to tho 
House with any such intention. (Hear, 
hear.) Certain serious charges had been 
made under oath by a|Mr. Feruio of Koot- 
enay against Mr. Booth, Government 
agent there, and bo was now prepared to 
road the documents relative thereto. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— I will spare the hon. 
gentleman the trouble by assuring him 
that if he will movo for a. return of all 
papers in posseasion of the Govarnment 
.pertaining to t))0. ohaf^/es.^jt sbsU b." sp.!ji 
'down to the House. 1 tbiuk this course 
■would savo much time. 

Mr. Beavea— It's unfair to interrupt 
tho mombor for Kootenay like that. 

Mr. Galbraith — I am a oomparatiTa 
stranger to the rules of the House and I 
hope I have not transgressed any of them. 
Yesterday I hoard the word "conspiracy" 
UBod in reference to the charges against 
the Government, and as I don't want to 
be identified with any conspiracy what- 
ever I should like to read the dooaments 
I have in my possession. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — No gentlem.in can 
rise to a que.'?tion of privilege and prooood 
to road documents on the plea that hin 
former utterances have been discredited. 
I do not dusiro that the time of tho House 
should bo oociipied again to-day as it was 
yesterday. (Hoar, hoar.) Tho better 
course to pursue is to move for a return 
of the paperfi aa BUggeeted by tho Attor- 
ney-General. 

Mr. Galbraith— All I ask is lo be allow- 
ed to show that I am no party to any 
" conspiracy " against the Government. 

Mr. Humphreys— Bead! readi (Oriesof 
order! order!) 

Mr. Walkem sold Mr. Galbraith should 
bo permitted to read the documents inas- 
much as Mr. Elliott had been permitted 
to read from public reports to clear his 
character tho other day with reference to 
•the payment of the <J16,500 check to 
Messrs. Tolmio and Finlayson. He held 
it -wos not only the right but the duty of 
Mr. Galbraith to proceed. 

Mr. Fisher— It tho Opposition is to bo 
afforded an opportunity of making state- 
ments I hope, Mr. Speaker, tbo same pri- 
vilege will be extended to supporters of 
the Government. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Galbraith then prooeeded lo state 
that ho bad always been very careful to 
refrain from saying t&ttt tbe charges 
against the Government were true, and to 
read a long statement made by William 
Fernio, of Kootenay, under oath, boforo 
Mr. J. Galbraith, J. P., tho substance o| 
whioh was that ho (Fornie) charged ' Mi-'. 
. Booth with making out fraudulent vouch 
otB for cleaning the Government olBco at 
Kootenay; with certifying to tho same as 
correct; with entering the amount thereof 
in the oashbook as being aotbally paid 
tritb subse^aenUy destroyiag the yoti'oli- 



BBFOBT. 

Mr. MscA banded in a report from tho 
Committee on Public Aoconnts. 
Mr. Boaven. wished to peruso it. 
Mr. Fisher objected to its pasenge into 
that gentleman's hands unless be gave a 
receipt for it. [Hear, hear,] 

Mr, Boaven — H»vo yo.n..foJMul.thfl Mc- 
droight evidence yet? 

Mr. Fisher had not yet had an oppor- 
tunity of soarobing for it, but would do 
so at his convenience. Ho had no oonfi- 
denco iu tho member for Victoria City 
opposite, and advised Mr. Mara to take a 
receipt for the Public Accounts report. 
If the truth wore arrived at ho believed it 
quite possible that it would yet be found 
that Mr. Heaven bad the MoCreight evi- 
dence in his own possession. 

Mr. Beaven said it Iiad been traced to 
Mr. Fisher. 

Mr. Fisher denied the statement and 
said that ho had searched in every likely 
place for it, but to satisfy the member 
ho would search ia every unliktly place 
as well. 

An irregular debate ensued, which was 
finally stopped by Mr. Speaker calling on 
Mr. Humphrey i, who was about to speaic, 
to resume his seat. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved that the or- 
ders of tho day be proceeded with. 

Mr. Boaven objected, as it allowed the 
Government to shirk his motion cenanr- 
iug them for not cancelling outstanding 
debentures. 

Hon. Mr. Smitha said the mover of tho 
resolution had dropped it from day today 
voluntarily, and in asking that the Orders 
of the Day bo proceeded with the Gov- 
ernment woro onl^ anxious that tho de- 
bate OB the question of appointing a Boyal 
Commission to inquire into ohargos made 
against the Government should be com- 
pleted. (Hear, hear.) 
The orders were then proceeded with. 

BOYAL COMMI-aiON. 

Mr. Armstrong opposed tho appoint- 
ment of a Comu ission and congratulated 
tbo Houae that it did not lay in their 
power to appoint one. He maintained that 
it was just as well to believe some politi- 
cians on their word of bonor as under 
oath because a man who could not natur- 
ally toll tho truth always found a way to 
evade a statement on oatb. The hon. gen- 
tleman then proceeded to review tho poli- 
cy of the Govornmant since their assump- 
tion of office and stated that thoir change 
in polioy since that date had deprived 
them of the confidence of the people. Ho 
attributed tbe return of Messrs. Dickon- 
sort- and Fj.-HroTxn io Mi2 ^:.it th-j^'. ihjy Lud 
pledged tbpnyolves to tbe W/ilk/'ni Gov- 
ernment, ^»ut tboy bad directly uftor elec- 
tion oppoied them and received substan- 
tial patronage from tbe present Adminis- 
tration. He vonld not say that Mr. 
Tolmie hiid received .?16,500 for support 
ing the Government, but the bare 
fact remnined that he had received 
that amount not as tbe value of his land, 
but as a bonus. Ho /ound he could tam- 
per with tbe preseni Government and 
consequently be got a gruat deal more 
than the Walkem Government offered 
him. With reference to Mr. Dickenson, 
it was strange too, that immediately bo 
changed bia political mind, his brother 
got an appointment and "Father too 
was provided for." Ho believed also, 
that in reality Mr. Dickenson, member 
for Now Westminster, had, through a Mr. 
S. Herring, supplied tbe Government road 
parties and jail with fresh meat for the 
past two years. The Government, uo 
doubt, bad boon guilty of much more 
soriouB things than offering indirectly a 
member 81,000, and ho did not believe it 
was wise to spend a largo sum of money 
in merely placing that fact ou record. 
There was no doabt that tho Government 
did not possess the confidence of tbe 
House; from the tirst they had gone in 
for buying votes, and that waathe policy 
they bad all along pnruued. 

Mr. Williams thought the appointment 
of a Eoyal pommission would defeat the 
ends of justioe, and moved in amendment 
that the chaxges against tho Govornment 
be referred to a Select Committee to re- 
port whether a Commission is desirable 
or not. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott most emphatically ob- 
jected to the proposition claimed in the 
amendment. Yesterday, whan the vile 
slanders were first burled at tbo Govern- 
ment, the senior member for Victoria City 
had suggested tbo appointment of a Eoyal 
Commission, and he (Mr. E.) tiad then 
stated he was qnito willing— nay, anxious 
— that one should be i^ppointed to thor- 
oughly investigate tho base charges. He 
did BO, " because, thank Go'd, there still 
exists a law which renders perjury a pun- 
ishable offence, and before a Eoyal Com- 
mission he wished the gentlemen who 
brought these ohorgeB against the Gov-. 
; eniment to remeiabe^'ibat tbey would be 



placed on outh. (Cheers.) He sincerely 
doubted if more than two members oppo- 
site really believed the accusations made 
wero true — those two ■were Mr, Beaven 
and Mr. Ash. Before a Select Committeo 
an oath would not be administered, and 
therefore a Royal Commission -was much 
more dosirablo than a mere reference of 
the matter to members of the House. 

Mr. Fisher said the expense of a - Com- 
mission was of no consideration when 
held in tho balauco with truth. The truth 
must be obtained at any risk or oipeuso. 
(Hear, bear,) Ho regretted that Mr. Arm- 
strong had made a series of cowardly at- 
tacks on men who wore not present to de- 
fend themselves. 

Mr. Armstrong— Name one who is not 
present. 

Mr. Fisher— Mr. Samuel Herring, and 
no matter what his character may bo, it is 
a cowardly thing to attack him behind 
bis back. (Cheers.) With referenco to 
tbo apijoiutmout of a select committeo tbe 
hon. gentleman did not think any deci- 
sion thoy might arrive at would bo re- 
garded with satisfaction by both niries of 
tho House, (No, no!) and if ho wore tho 
Premier ho would consent to be tried 
neither by a committeo compo.iod of 
friends entirely nor enemies entirely. If 
the Commission wero objected to on tho 
score of expense bo, for one, was prepar- 
ed to pay bis share of tho expense from 
his indemnity. (Cheors.) Mr. Armstrong 
iiad made a groat llouriah of trumpets 
about his integrity and virtue, but whou 
a man got up iu tho nouse and boasted of 
his spotless cbaiaoter it reminded bim 
very much of a woman talking about her 
chastity. (Laughter ami cheers.) 

Mr, Smith said that the, leader of the 
Government and tbe leader of the Opposi- 
tion had both agreed that a Commission 
was tho correct thing aud believing these 
gentlemen thoroughly- under.itood tho 
mutter ho could not undortake to vote 
a^aiust tho roswhilion. Hum o'!) ! th"rc 
fore oppose tbo aEuemlmout. 

Mr. Ash said the House bad only tho 
fact of Mr. Kelly's having attempted to 
bribe a member to guide thorn. A oom- 
iniHsion wouM dolormina whcthor KuUy 
had acted iu couonrt with tho Government 
or not. Judging from his knowledge of 
tho Premier's character ho was inclined 
to believe tho Govornmont guilty of cor- 
xuption. Herememborod that the Pre- 
mier had been ignominiously dismissed 
from the oflice of County Court Judge. 

Hon. Mr. Eliioii; — That is.ful.io. I was 
neither dismissetl nor discharged (cheors. ) 

Mr. Ash (continuing) and I remember 
bow lie for many years uftervards occu- 
pied tho almost sinoouro ollioo of High 
Sheriff, tiansactiug all his duties by 
deputy, a not very creditable or honor- 
able thing to do. I also know somothiug 
about the manner in which he subso- 
quently obtained the position of Police 
Magistrate in tlio city of Victoria and if 
he would bribe and buy iu one iustauce I 
have no reason to bolicvo that he would 
not do BO in another. The manner in 
which Mr. Humphreys was treated by the 
Govornmont is, to me, also disgraceful, 
for I take it to bo a very quostionable 
trausacLiou for tho lender of any Qovorn- 
ment to sit side by side a colleague well 
knowing that immediately the Houso is 
prorogued ho will reject that colleague 
in order that bo may keep his pledge to 
another mombor of the House to give him 
a portfolio. (Cries of "false!" "ahamo!") 
Hon. Mr. Elliott — In reply to the mem- 
ber for Como-t, I can only assert that as 
iisnal anything ho attempts to state as a 
fact is iu reality utterly f \l.'^o. (Cheers.) 
With roferenoo to the oflice ol County 
Court Judge which I held for a number 
of years at Lillooet I wonld state that I 
resigned that position at tbo particular 
request of Governor Seymour who was 
most desirous that a member of tho legal 
j)rofes.Hion should occupy the oflico of 
1-Iigh Sheriff which 1 ihoa assumed. Ou 
my resignation of the County Court 
Judgeship Governor Seymour nddrossed 
several letters to me complimenting me 
ou tho manner in which I had fulfilled 
my duties. Those leltois are iu my poss- 
ession and can bo produced. (Cheers.) 
Either therefore the statement of the 
member for Comox is maliciously or stu- 
pidly false. It is stupidly so if he did 
not take the pains to asoertain facts before 
making it, or it is maliciously false if 
made with a knowledge of its untruth, 
(Hoar, hear.) As to my appointment to 
tbo Polico Magistracy of Victoria thore 
was no brHiery or corruption iu the mot- 
ter. I was honorably elected by a major- 
ity of votes over several other applicants 
for the position and no member of tbe 
then City Council was bribed to secure 
my election. (Cheors.) ^ ...w-. 

iLr.'iViiii — i uubivci Hull 'iual statement 
ha takou down by tlie Clerk of tho House. 

Mr. Fishor — And I demand that your 
statement, to the oontrary be also takon 
down in writing. (Hear, ho»r.) 

Mr. Evans folt that the country was 
not prepared to expend a largo amount 
of money in even law suit,?; but if a 
Royal CommiBHiou would only cost some 
SIGOO bo hoped it would bo carried out 
to the fullest extent. He knew tbe Qov- 
ernment to be corrupt in other matters 
besides those ot present being discussed. 
It was time that an end were put to the 
disorderly scenes of yesterday, and if 
thoro were truth iu tho charges against 
tho Govornmont Iboy should be exposed. 
Ho know the Government were supported 
by men who woro pledged to stick to thom 
no matter what happened. New ofBces 
had been created for their friends until 
§160,000 was now expended in governing 
a population of only 20,000. If the Com- 
mission could be carried out for §1,500 
he fdvorod it, not if it wore going to cost 
§10,000, utitho could 800 that Govern- 
ment supporters woro trying to burk a 
proper investigation of tbo matter. (Cries 
of no, no!) Tbo administration was cor- 
rupt from first to last and should not be 
toloratod by tho people. 

Mr. Bsaven Hiipportod tbo amendment, 
thinking it advisable that before voting 
for a Eoyal Commission tho House should 
know whether tboro wag anything to war- 
rant tbo appoiotmont of one. Ho agreed 
with tho hon. tho Premier that tho charges 
against tho Govsrument should be thor- 
oughly investigated, but he thought a 
Select Committeo would save the country 
money by determining as to tho necessity 
of a Commisoion. Tho fact of tho Pre- 
mier knowing of the charges made against 
Mr. Booth by Mr. Fernie, and his failing 
to investigate tho matter, convinced him 
tho leader of tho Govornmont was not a 
tit man to conduct the affairs of the Pro- 
vince. Ho was surprised that any hon. 
member vpith a knowlodgo of the Pre- 
mier's neglect of duty could support tho 
Government for d moment longer'. If 
the cholrges ogainst Mr. Booth were false 



kem Government out of office for tho sake 
of obtaining a larger sum of money from 
the present government, but was cornered 
by Mr. Tolmio, who showed that ha was 
not desirous of selling bo much land 
as be [Mr. Beaven] was bent on obtaining. 
After clearing the galleries by givin 
very tiresome i-esume of tho Drydock bus- 
iness the hon. member resumed his seat. 

Mr. Tolmie said that in no free country 
should it be possible for a government to 
speculate iu land to the detriment of pri- 
vate citizens; he charged tbo senior mem- 
ber for Victoria witli having done so when 
iu the Ministry, and ho, Mr. Tolmie, had 
boon prepared to prove at the time he 
notified tbe Chief Commissioner that nei- 
ther on the Clyde nor on the Money did 
graving docks occupy mere than three 
acres of laud. Tho rock was what Mr. 
Finlayson and ho (Mr. T.) inirticularly 
deaireii to reserve. If for their own fu- 
ture benefit why not ? The land was theirs 
and honestly acquired. Ho might not live 
long onongh, but the ex-Chief Commis- 
sioner might be here to see that the C 11- 
100th acres takon for the graving dock 
would not by a largo proportion bo need- 
ed for its construction. Thou would bo 
vorifiud a surmiso ho now would make 
that the ex Commissioner had, in his day 
of power, taken that lai-ge extent of acre- 
age for Government in order to damago 
a steadfast political opponent. It had 
been said by the Opposition that ho (Mr. 
Tolmie) was now bound to support tho 
Elliott Govornmont. Had ho ever sup- 
ported Walkem aud flopped there might 
bavo boon a foundation for such a charge, 
but it was well known to moat members 
present, and to the Province at large, that 
sinoe iu winter 1873-4 becoming again the 
rcpresentativo in Parliament of Victoria 
District, ho had been a consistent oppon- 
ent of tlio Walkem Qovornment, for rea- 
sons often publicly given, and which he 
would be sorry now to occupy tbe time of 
t!;o II'ju.s:: it^jou-i-iug. Twu hou. tho 
ex-Commi.s.sioDor had just said, with a 
chuckle of satisfaction, that the land ro 
maiuiug to Finlayson and Tolmie at The- 
tis Covo would proatly enhance in value 
aftot construcliou of tbo dock ani bo 
seemed to think bo bad dono a clever 
thing by obtaining so much of it for the 
Government. 

Mr. Galbraith rose and stated that his 
brother had never allowed his feelings to 
influouce his public functions though it 
was true that ho disliked Mr. Booth. Nc-;;- 
tlir'-.^ttornoy-Gencral had made insinua- 
tions against Mr. Morrow who had como 
down hero to tbo Attorney-General 'soUico 
for redress. He was an honorable man 
and had como down for justioe;but it was 
refused. He was prejudged and when 
Mr. Kelly came with a warront in his 
hands ho suid ho must go for bo was con- 
victed. Mr. Morrow when ho came down 
horu was told his case would bo tried at 
Kootenay, but he replied that he would 
not bo tried by Mr. Booth. With refor- 
oncd to the question of a Royal Commis- 
sion all tba iron, goutleman wanted was 
simple justice. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said ho bad cast no im- 
putation on Mr. Galbraith's brother. As 
for Mr. Morrow, he only saw him for 
about five minutes and ho then said that' 
a warrrut was out for his arrest and that 
he wanted a new J. P. to go up to try 
him. Mr. Morrow, be(Mr. E.) heard after, 
had warrant issued against him for sell- 
ing whisky to Indians, but instead of 
waiting for bis trial he ran away. As far 
as tho appointment of Mr. Booth was con- 
cerned ho (Mr. E.) had not oppoiated 
him. It was tho appointment of a former 
Government. 

Mr. Humphreys said that if the Gov- 
ernment woro innocent of tbe charges 
laid against them, than no harm would 
result from a committee. Ho bad never 
hoard of such charges boiug made in any 
Legislative Assembly and bo therefore 
thought that tho subject should be dealt 
with temperately. Tho hon. gentleman 
then went on to attempt to characterize 
tho statemont of tho Attorney General 
yesterday in denial of tho charges as pan- 
tomimic. A Roj'ttl Commission meant a 
delay and certain acquittal for tbe Gov- 
ernment. With reforenco to tho charge 
of tbo Attorney General paying money to 
secure tho office of Police Magistrate, ho 
(Mr. H.) would not have hesitated one 
minute, but have asked for a select com- 
mittee had ho basn Premier. If the At- 
torney General did not do this the House 
and the country at largo would bolidvo 
the charges to bo truo. It was a shame 
that tho House should hava to deal with a 
Government against whom such serious 
and aoandalouB ofaorges could be made;

Hon. Mr. Smithe said i^ was entirely 
false, and he trusted it would be inquired 
into. 

Mr. Humphreys said that tho ben, gen- 
tleman's word -was worth nothing, and 
called attention to a Btatement m.ido by 
him last session with reference to tho es- 
timates; statements be, Mr. H., oharao 
terizod as lies, and wondered bow it was 
possible to speak to that man either in or 
out of tho House, except with contempt. 
Mr. G. Kelly was appointed Coustablo at 
Kootenay through his [Mr. H.'aJ influ- 
ence and instigation, but bo bad advised 
Mr. Kelly not to meddle with politics. 
Mr. Kelly had told him at one time that 
it was impossible to boy Mr. Milby, as he 
was prepared to spend a largo sum on his 
election, and it was impossible to get him 
out of bis clique. After this ho had said 
that he was going up well provided, and 
if ho could not buy Mr. Milby's vote then 
ho was to do all bo could to prevent his 
election. With reference to Mr. Morrow 
the Attorney-General was guilty of a high 
crime in "allowing him to leave bis 
prosenco as a free man when ho know 
that a warrant -was out against him. If 
no one else moved for an investigation in 
this matter he [Mr. H.] as a member of 
the House would move further in it. 
[Cries of "do so."] 

Hon. Mr. Elliott at this stage of the de- 
bate laid on tho table a return of corres- 
pondence between tho Dominion and 
Local Governments with roferonco to 
the telegraph line with Nanaimo, and at 
6 p.m. the House adjourned . till 2 p.m. 
on Monday next.

Oood Feeling between Soldiers and 

Civilians. 

Wo extract tbo following from tbo 
Portsmouth Standard of last month (Jan- 
uary lOtb.) It shows the good feeJings 
existing between soldiers and civilians in 
the old country. The soldier claims that 
at nou -parade services bo has a right 
to sit with his civilian friends and 
ueigbbors: "Sir, — One of tho best 
things which Archdeacon Wright did when 
he waa tilling tbe position of Chaplain 
to the forces in this garrison was, in the 
opinion of many, not so much the restora- 
tion of the fabric of the old "Domus Dei," 
great as that work was, but tho improved 
aud valuable Church bor vices which ha 
instituted, at which, in tbo evenings,! have 
often seen crowded inisod cougrtigations 
of military and civilians, without tbeso 
compulsory diatiuctiona which, I aupposa, 
are unavoidable at parudo services. A 
church thus free and. open to all, civilians 
and military alike, with their families and 
friends, which I bavo heard Arohdoacon 
Wright before now unnouuco and rejoice 
at from tbo pulpit, and ou more than one 
occasion also by tho late honoured Chap- 
lain-General (Mr. Gloig) himself was a 
blessing to the neighborhood in every 
sense, for it served to cemont ';ogether and 
to maintain the kindliest feelings between 
all clasBes. Besides that, those civilians 
who had aided iu the geod work of the 
restoration of tho church felt that their 
aesi.stanoe had not been disregarded. For 
eight or ten years this happy state of 
things continued, but you may guesa the 
surprise of tbo congregation on Sundoy 
last when a notice waa read out "by order" 
of the Ganoral, Sir John Garvock, to tbe 
effect that this was no longer to be so, 
but that in future a large part of the 
oburch— that is to say, as I understood all 
tbe forward seats - were on Sunday even- 
iugs to be "appropriated" or reserved for 
tbo military. So the work and policy, if 
i may call it, of tho late Chaplain-General 
and Archdeacon Wright aru at once alter- 
ed and iguorod, and one of the great ad- 
vautig<is and beneficial effects of tbo 
K'.iL^ .'.ay evening service practioolly des- 
troyed. Tho soldiers, if they go, are to 
nit in front, or vv'horo they are told, and 
the civilians, who helped to restore tho 
church, must sit behind, by the gracious 
permission of tho "military authorities." 
J! kuow.^fjir, that it is said ■PMto.e soldisi:,- 
or what was of course munli vroraa, so.no 
officer arrived air the church late on one 
or two occasions and could not find a seat, 
and wont awapr in dudgooa. At least so 
I have been informed, and I have taken 
the trouble to make inquiries where I 
thought I could got roliablo information, 
and I find that such instances even are 
very rare, aud certainly "not such as to 
call for or justify this wholesale alteration, 
I am not a regular attoqdant at the church, 
but I am siuoeraly sorry for tbe mischief 
this ill considered order will necessarily 
do — affront civilians without in any degree 
gratifying even military pride at a volun- 
tary service in ohurob, whero all such 
distinctions should, as much as possible, 
be avoided. The officers, except a mal- 
content or two, perhaps, would, I feel 
sure with their families, be ^uite satisfied- 
to mix with thoir civilian friends, and the 
nou-oommissionod oCSoers and soldiers 
would, as I believe, prefer to do tho samo, 
Anyhow, I have hoard tbutmoro thaaone of 
tliom said, on leaving tho church on Sun- 
day last, "If we can't sit with our friends 
and where we like, at these, which are 
not parade services, but are to sit in re 
served seats, or where wo aro ordered, we 
shan't como at all." I am afraid. Sir, 
that many civilians will say the same, and 
so this splolidid congregation of Church 
people will be scattered and destroyed. I 
prognosticate "empty seats" iii tho front, 
at all events, unlosB Sir John Gftrvookand 
his family should bo ploaaod to oooupy 
them, and help to keep up the services by 
a liberal contribution towards the expenses 
of the choir, &o. A Looker On." 

Wo congratulate Archdeacon Wright on 
his long and uninterrupted success in 
securing such good feeliagiu his old garri- 
son and hope tho Same result may attend 
his ministrations here. We were happy 
to sec bim return to us bale and strong. 
All Nvtio have LeUrti ihe venerable gentle- 
man pulpit or in tho lecture room must 
admit that neither in mind nor body has 
he as yet been very hard hit. We wish 
bim many years of usefulness amongst us 
and feel sure we are far from singular ia 
that wishr
